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Wiberg grows ‘em big,

but not big enough 


It weighs 228 pounds, and has a look 
that only a mother could love. It is a 
veteran of several television 
newscasts, and in spite of one Boston 
newsman calling it ugly, it has receiv- 
ed much more favorable press 
coverage than Bert Lance. 

It grew up in a small town, but has 
recently been traveling to Boston, and 
to Manchester, New Hampshire. And 
in its field, it is number three in the 
nation. 

It is the 1977 edition of the Wiberg 
squmpkin, grown by Wilmington's 
foremost backyard gardener, Hugh 
Wiberg. 

In Manchester, the local specimen 
emerged from a mass of orange to 
place as the third largest pumpkin in 
national competition. The squmpkin 
was outweighed by a 290 pound heavy 
from New Jersey. It is, though, the 
largest New England entry. 

The squmpkin is the largest ever 
grown by Wiberg, who produced a 222- 
pound monster in 1974. The hybrid 
was developed in the Wiberg yard, 
although Hugh credits some frivolous 
bees as being the instigators. He had 
been growing some Big Max 
pumpkins in one corner and some 
giant Hungarian squash in another 
part of his yard. In 1971 he noticed 
that one of the pumpkins grew abnor- 
mally large, and when he planted the 
seeds from it in 1972, it produced 
squmpkins. 

Wiberg now provides seeds for a 
number of eager squmpkin growers. 
In some years, his own specimens 
have been outweighed by those for 
which he provided the seeds. 

Wiberg lavishes his prize-producing” 
vines with extra care, beginning with 
a rich bed of organic matter. In addi- 
tion to regular watering and feeding, 
he is careful to spray during the 
season of the squash borer moth, He 
then removes all fruit from the vines 
except for the one future monster, 
thus concentrating all the plants's 
energy into the one fruit. 

Wiberg published a book on 
backyard gardening a few years back, 
and he set aside one chapter on the 
growing of giant pumpkins. On the 
dustcover, he included a picture of his 
then-five-year-old daughter Heidi, 
with one of the Big Max pumpkins. 

For Heidi, the pumpkins, and then 
the squmpkins have provided one 
drawback. Every time someone 
wants to take her picture, it seems to 
be with a squmpkin. One such picture 
appeared in last week's Town Crier. 

Wiberg's een efforts are not 
limited to sgdmpkins. Each year he 
produces~a large crop of eating 
squash, including zucchini and butter- 
nut. He also has several prolific fruit 
trees in his yard, and a very 
successful vegetable garden. 

The Wiberg Squmpkin is. traveling 
to Boston on Wednesday, for a taping 
session at Channel 44, (the UHF com-

Town Meeting has light agenda 


Wilmington voters will convene in a 
town meeting on Monday night to face 
a somewhat light agenda of only six 
warrant articles. The meeting will be 
at 7:30 p.m. in the Barrows 
Auditorium of WHS. 

A good turnout for the meeting is 
expected. One of the articles deals 
with club liquor licenses, and each of 
the clubs will most likely be present in 
substantial numbers. 

On Monday night of this week. the 
Wilmington Finance Committee met 
for a hearing on the articles. 

The number one article in the 
meeting is for the purpose of accep- 
ting some federal money which must 
be appropriated within six months of 
its receipt. It is because of the 
deadline that the special town 
meeting was called. The town is to 
receive $58,000 in federal anti- 
inflation funds. The warrant article 
appropriates the money for the street 
light account 

A second money article will 
transfer $35,000 from the Blue Cross - 
Blue Sheild account to the general in- 
surance account. Town Manager 
Sterlirig Morris told the Finance Com- 
mittee that the reduction in the BC-BS 
cost was because the members had 
used less in benefits than the 
premiums, and the town has been 
designated for a different region. 

Fincom Chairman Arthur Spear 
noted that in other years, the BC-BS 
account was one in which late-in-the- 
year transfers were necessary when 
shortages occurred. Morris told him 
that the new BC-BS contract began on 
July 1 at a fixed cost 

The $35,000 represents only part of 
the BC-BS reduction. Another $15,000 
out of the $50,000 total has been put in 
warrant article five for wells for Cook 
Hill 


Wilmington has been documented to 
receive $6,524,420 from federal and 
state agencies, at the present time 
The figures were reviewed and 
presented to the members of the 
Rotary Club of Wilmington by Assis- 
Peter 


» Mr. Holameister was presenting a 
part of the program, the “good” part 
The “bad" part was presdnted by 
Town Manager, Sterling Morris, when 
he spoke of the items going into the 
present tax rate, and showed that only 
two items, that of three additional 
firemen and a sidewalk for Glen Road 
were under the control of the Town 
Meeting. 

$5,125,347 is lined up to pay for 
bonds for the construction of sewer 
main from Eames Street to North 
Wilmington, construction of which 
has already started. The major part 
of the money is coming from the En- 
vironmental’ Protection Agency and 
the Division of Water Pollution Con- 
trol, both Federal Agencies, $800,000 
is coming from state funds. 

This is part payment for the $7 
million sewer voted by the Town 
Meeting two years ago. 


After the sewer is installed there 
will be costs for road reconstruction. 
$100,000 is to be received from Hous- 
ing and Urban Development, (HUD), 
Holzmeister said, for this purpose 

There is to be a new water main 
construction in Wilmington, for the 
purpose of equalizing and improving 
the pressures throughout the town 
$590,000 has been allocated for this 
purpose by the Environmental 
Protection Agency, Holzmeister said 


New water mains are to be installed 
on Salem Street and on Woburn Street 
for the purpose of replacing old water 
inains, and a new water main is to be 
installed on Chestnut Street, to con- 
nect the standpipe off Hillside Way 
with the older standpipe on Kelley's 
Hill. This will equalize the water 
pressure in both standpipes 
Holzmeister said, and afford better 
fire protection throughout 
Wilmington. 

Wilmington is receiving funds on 
eight different counts from CETA. the 
federal unemployment relief agency 

$65,500 is being spent to inventory 
the holdings of the Wilmington 
Memorial Library 

$52,000 is to be spent to rebuild wells 
in the well field at the Brown's Cross- 
ing pimping station in North 
‘Wilmington. 

{$63,000 is for highway maintenance. 
New guardratfS along the roads are to 
be built, and work is to be done cutting 
brush and cleaning out streams. 

$120,000 is to be spent to rebuild 10 


Article three is but another chapter 
in a long history. Three clubs in town 
are seeking liquor licenses. Last spr- 
ing the selectmen voted to grant them 
club licenses, but the state Alcoholic 
Beverages Control Commission 
(ABC) rejected the licenses, because 
the town had not voted for such club 
licenses. 

The warrant article will petition the 
General Court to put the question of 
club licenses on the ballot along with 
the other liquor questions. The 
questions appear on the general elec. 
tion ballot, with the next one schedul- 
ed for November 1978. 

Article Four asks that the town sell 
land to a family on Faneuil Drive 
The Milton Warners are living in a 
house with an inadequate septic 
system, and a yard too small to allow 
the construction of a new system 
They are seeking to buy a 100 foot by 
100 foot parcel where they would have 
a new septic system installed 

Article Five is likely to be the most 
controversial article in the meeting 

The article asks that the town 
transfer $15,000 from the Blue Cross - 
Blue Shield account, to provide money 
for digging three wells on Cook Hill in 
South Wilmington 

Cook Hill is an area of volcanic 
rock, located at the southernmost end 
of town. Because of its location and 
geologic nature, no water main has 
ever been extended to Cook Hill 

Some residents of the hill have 
wells, and some of those wells are 
adequate. Other wells are not ade- 
quate, and there is a woman who has 
no water at all, except for what she 
fetches from a community well 

The problem has been before the 
town meeting several times, and each 
time has resulted in no action. Each 


baseball diamonds in Wilmington 
The diamonds are variously located 
about the town, 

$80,000 is being spent to improve the 
road markings about town 

$78,000 is to be spent in making a 
new. section of the Wilmington 
Cemetery, and in clearing brush from 
the Wilmington Memorial Park, off 
Main Street. 

The final $250,000 is being allocated 
to Wilmington for the employment of 
persons, 25 to 30 men, on a temporary 
basis, to assist in town projects. 

Congress in the Act 

Town Manager Morris, commenting 
on the situation, said that it is nice to 
get funds, and that was'the reason for 
the research being done in the past 
several years by Mr. Holzmeister. At 
the same time he was critical of the 
ways of Congress 

Because of Congress, the federal 
government is getting into the local 
governmental scheme, Morris said. 
There will be a minimum wage and an 
unemployment security tax for town 
employees, he said, which will have 
the net result of raising the local tax 
rates. Social Security is to be a face 
for federal and state employees, all of 
whom now have coverage. This is 
reaching right down to the municipal 
level. 


proposal has been for a water main of 
some sort 

At the 1977 annual town meeting, 
Water Commissioner Arnold Blake 
said that there was a cheaper way to 
provide water for Cook Hill residents 
than by the then proposed $52,000 
water main system that would have 
extended from Jewell Drive. It later 
turned out that his answer was wells, 

Blake was not at the Monday night 
meeting, but Fincom Chairman Spear 
questioned whether the town paying 
for a well on private property would 
set a dangerous precedent. He was 
afraid of other homeowners coming in 
and asking for wells too. 

One of the homes with practically 
no water has new owners. Newly 
married Mr. and Mrs. Dana Speranza 
bought the house not knowing that it 
did not have adequate water. They 
moved here from Melrose, and said 
they were shocked to find that a house 
in this day and age could be sold 
without a water supply 

The Boudreau family of Burnham 
Street, has owned their home for 30 

ars. They have a well under their 
garage which produces only a half- 
gallon per minute 

It was brought out at a Finance 
Committee meeting that the 
Boudreaus had paid with their taxes 
for development of the water main 
system, before the betterment act 
was devised. It was suggested that 
the town owed the Boudreaus some 
credit for the taxes they paid that 
went for the water system 

The final article in the meeting asks 
that the town sell a houselot on Adams 
Street. Sandra and Dana Romsey 
want the land for the purpose of 
building a home. The article was sub- 
mitted by petition. 


* Wilmington receiving federal, state funds 


One of the articles for the special 
town meeting of October 3 is to havey 
the town vote to accept federal fun 
Morris said. The money to be rece! 
ed is to be spent for street lights. 
vote has to be made at this time 

Commenting on the progress of 
$7 million sewer, Morris reported 
the town was able recently to bor 
$2 million at an interest rate of 5 
There was a detailed prospec 
issued, which the banks used for inf¢ 
mation. It was 40 pages long 

Morris was unhappy about thi 
Massachusetts method of collecting 
excise taxes on automobiles. 

Wilmington should be receiving, 
this year, $750,000 in excise taxes. It 
will be receiving only $450,000. This is 
because of the method used by the 
state. . 

‘The state awarded the preparation 
of the excise taxes to a computer firm 
in Texas, and since then the individual 
towns and cities have never been able 
to get all the money due them. The 
bills come too late. 

Many, many cases are to be cited 
for bills coming for excise taxes on 
autos, in which the person to pay the 
tax is no longer a resident, and his ad- 
dress in unknown. Wilmington this 
year is losing about $300,000 because 
of this.
